Irish Railways has been slumbering in Parliament, in consequence 
of the general aspect of political events, it has been repeatedly and 
actively discussed at private meetings of influential gentlemen— 
landowners and members of Parliament connected with Ireland. 
The interest taken by these gentlemen in the subject is precisely 
what we wish to see; it concerns them not as a remote or abstract 
question, but as a thing of immediate, direct, and personal im- 
portance—and the sentiments which they express are, therefore, 
entitled to the highest consideration. We are glad to observe, too, 
that the great principle we have advocated—that of Government 
interference—is becoming more generally recognised, and that the 
chief point now open to discussion, is in the mere local details of 
execution, which, however important in themselves, will, we have 
little doubt, be readily adjusted to the satisfaction of all parties. 
It is, in fact, one of those points which can, perhaps, be adjusted 
better, and more fairly, by the discussion and the interference of 
local interests, than by the decision of any individual or indivi- 
duals, founded on more abstract considerations. 

Setting aside the execution of the general plan recommended by 
the Commissioners, and at the same time endeavouring to confer a 
general, and not a partial, benefit on Ireland, by carrying a por- 
tion of it only into effect, it is obvious that great difficulties must 
be encountered—that unfairness and partiality (however remote 
from the intention) might be urged with some appearance of truth. 
The difficulty we have alluded to, we evidently felt by Lord Mor- 
reTu in the course which he proposed, and was indicated by se- 
veral passages of his speech. ‘The noble Lord stated that, for his 
own part, he should have rather liked to have grasped more than 
the proposed lines,” and after giving the reasons for his selection, 
remarked, with great candour, “ that he did not think that a better 
line could not be given, although he thought that the one selected 
afforded a sufficient opportunity to try the experiment.” Sir 
Ronkat Peet, in opposing the Government plan, pointedly al- 
luded to the same difficulty, when he stated that “ the people of 
Ireland would not be contented with their making only one single 
line,” as had been proposed by Lord Morretu. 

It is thus evident, that any partial execution of railroads in Ireland, 
in the mode which has been proposed by Government, labours under 
a considerable difficulty from the onset—a difficulty felt and‘acknow- 
ledged by its friends, and at the same time furnishing a formidable 
weapon to ita enemica, It is further evident, that unless this dif- 
ficulty is reconciled, a serious obstacle is placed on the very thresh- 
hold of that great attempt to benefit Ireland, which for real, sound, 
and practical advantage, both present and future, to our mind 
greatly surpasses any plan which has yet been proposed for the 
amelioration of the state of that country. 

The private discussions of the subject by gentlemen connected 
with Ireland, to which we have alluded, in which a prominent and 
active part has been taken by Mr. Bermincuam, have, however, 
done much to remove this difficulty; a plan has been pointed out 
by which various and remote parts of the country would be simul-

COAL MINING IN NORTHAMPTONSHIRE, 
TO THE RDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 


Sir,— Having lately had an opportunity of examining some specimens

From the position of these alternating marls « d 
ately below the lias, from their mineral character, the absence of fossils, 
and the cireumstance of a saline epring having lately barst into the exca- 
vation, there can be little doubt I think that they belong to the upper por- 
tion of the red marl formation into which the shaft has now penetrated, 
and that they form the Keuper marls and sandstones, which Mr, Mur. 
chison has lately identified in Worcestershire. This, however, is a point 
which should be carefully examined into, aod which deserves great atten 
tion from the promoters of the undertaking, as it makes a wast difference 
in their position whether they are now, as | believe, in the upper beds of 
the new red sandstone, or, as some of their more sanguine friends (judging 
at least from the favourable opinions expressed, which I can on no other 
supposition account for)'appear to suppose, in the coal grits below it, In 
the one case the shaft will have penetrated but half way towardethe coal 
measures, ia the ether (whether workable beds be found or not) it has ac- 
tually reached them.

tain of its thickness in Northamptonshire. The usual depth of the eval 
seams from the surface in the adjoining Warwickshire coal-tield, is, 1 be. 
lieve, not less than 300 o¢ 400 feet, so that in all probability it may yet 
be requisite to sink about 1000 or 1200 feet deeper in order to reach 
them, supposing them to exist in this untried locality, distant nearly 
thirty miles as it is from the nearest spot where they have been worked. 

It is, indeed, a possible « agency, that some disturbance of the coal 
strata may throw the beds of coal nearer to the surface than above stated, 
although this is nota thing to be at sll reckoned upon, and, indeed, 
should any dislocation of the kind exist, it might just as well remove them 
to a greater and more inaccessible depth, as bring them nearer to the 
surface, 

I have now endeavoured upon general grounds, and upon the some. 
what scanty data before noticed, to determine the tetate and fu. 
ture prospects of the trial, and as the expense would still, scoording to 
my views, be enormous, and the result at the same time in the highest 
degree precarious and uncertain, | should recommend the parties inte- 
rested in the undertaking to have the subject carefully examined by an 
experienced geologist before the trial is further proceeded with, is 
course I consider the more necessary as at the present depth of the shaft 
the expense and difficulty of sinking will increase with fearful rapidity, and 
years may yet clapse before the coal (supposing it to exist there) is resehed 

It is true that by boring, instead of sinking, some expense might be 
saved in the first instance, but the result would io thie case be leas cer.
